Proof of Good Faith. 


It marke, as far ae the United States 


is concerned, the close of military ac- 
tivity in China unless an unexpected 
crisis arises. 


The order gives unimpeachable proof 


•of the good'faith of the United States. 
Having secured its principal aim—the 
rescue of Minister Conger and other 
Americans at Peking —the government, 
in order to obtain' its other demands, 
will, as far aa possible, substitute diplo- 
macy for force of arms.

1. Restoration of order throughout

These granted, the United States mil- 


itary force will be gradually reduced 
until, comparatively" speaking, only a 
mere corporal's guard ie left in the Chi. 
nese empire. 


Not to Despoil China 


In still another way does the order 


•how the good faith of the administra 
lion's policy. Beyond all caval it proves, 
.as has been announced from the start; 
that if the European powers initiate a 
campaign of land-grabbing—if they set 
on foot a move for the partition of the 
Chinese empire—the United States will 


-'take no part therein. 


Once having secured these three de- 


mands it will make on China, this gov- 
ernment will only be concerned in the 
maintenance of the "open door" po'licy 
in the empire. 


Fire Rages ana Blood Flows 


London, Aug. 24—Fires, fighting and

as Aug. 17, declaring that a great fire 
was then raging in the imperial city. 
The Eussian commander had declined 
to accept the decision of the other gen- 
erals not to violate the imperial precincts 
and street fighting was going on,

He claims he did not intend to convey 
the idea that wholesale slaughter was to 
be inaugurated or that the streets were 
to run red with gore. He simply intend- 
ed to say in effect: "We are for Bryan 
and Bohmrich, and are out for blood. 
We intend to elect our ticket if possi- 
ble." 


Malioney Spoke- Extempore 


He saye that when he was notified of 


his selection to nominate Mr. Bohmrich 
by the chairman of the Kenosha countr 
'delegation, he answered -that he pro 
ferred that another selection be made. 
The matter rested then until he reached 
Milwaukee to attend the convention. 


On the evening before the convention 


he prepared an outline of h> addreec 
which did not contain more than a half 
page of typewritten matter. It. was sim- 
ply an outline of the points he proposed 
to make. What he said in detail was 
largely extempore.

A SCHOOL HOUSE

CONSIDERABLE 
DAMAGE 
TO 


THIRD WARD BUILDING. 


• Bolt Struck the Cupola and Run Down 


Through ' the Structure—Reports 
Hail Storm Night Before Last In 
Crease the Estimate of Damager 
Done. 


Jimesville, has had more than its 


share of lightning. During the storms 
of the last few ''days lightning has done 
more damage to property than for 
several years -previous to this time. 


1 
Last night a bolt of lightoiag struck 


the Jefferson school in the Third ward, 
more familiarly known as the High 
school and did in the neighborhood of 
one hundred dollaie damage. 
It will 


cost almost as much to get ready to 
make the repairs a& the repairs will cost. 
The lighting struck the large dome on 
the building on the west side above the 
windows arid broke off a piece of the 
cornice. It then continued down the 
inside flooring, breaking in one of 
the 


sides of the dome on its way. 


Inside the dome was a hard wood lad- 


der used to reach the dome from where 
the main roof of the building leaves off. 
The " lightning followed down .one side 
of the ladder shattering it badly. 
Here 


it seemed to split up into two forks one 
going out at the base of the dome to- 
ward the east and the other towards the 
north. The bolt that took the south- 
easterly course tore the shingles on the 
roof lose from the base of the dome to 
the edge of the roof in a strip'about a 
foot wide, and also smashed in the roof 
boards in a number of • places, through 
•which the rain whicoi was failing, at the 
time poured in in large quantities and 
ran down into the large assembly room 
on the top floor which is no longer used 
as a school room. 


The lightning also followed down one 


of the large iron braces in the space 
between the ceiling and the roof and 
made a hole about a foot long in the 
ceiling of the assembly room. The bolt 
then went toward the north, tore off'a 
strip of shingles from the roof and dis- 
appeared without doing further damage. 


That the building did not take fire 


from the lightning is a wonder. It was 
probably due to the rain which was fall- 
ing in torrents at. the tirn^that the 
building did>not burn! * ' •"' * '^ 


It might not have been such a bad 


thing for the city if the building had 
burned, as the lot could easily have been 
disposed of, and with the money the lot 
would bring, and the insurance . two 
modern school buildings could be erect- 
ed. The school board have had an offer 
of $18,000 -made them; for,the lot, and 
for that money two first class buildings

more damage than was expected.
